TAX RETURNS SHODIJ) RIHAIN XMVIOLATl. 

"It is well that the conferees on the tax revision bfll agreed to 
strike out the provision ftivinp Congress authority to call npfm the 
Treasury Department for income tax retui-ns of corporations and m 
dividuals. - savs the Republican PubKcity Association, through its 
president. Uoii, .lonathan Hourne, .Ir. '•We have already too mueh 
govemmeutal interference with pi-ivatc affairs. The Treasury i''- 
partment, with the cooperation of the Department of Justice, has 
ample authority to see that evei'y man und every corporation makes 
an honest return of his taxable income. The responsibility for the 
faithful performance of that duty should be left with the department 
where it Is lodged- It is (piite possible that the Treasur>- Department 
will not in all cases secure complete returns and collect all the taxes 
legally due, but there is no likelihood that constant inquiries from 
Ckmgress and demands for inspection of the records would result in 
any material increase in collections or in expedition of the work. 
There is delay and confusion enoutrh alr. ady. 

"But, sade from that phase of the matter, the income ta.\ re- 
turns should remain inviolate except for the single question of their 
accuracy. If Congress or a Con!;r. s-,i(.iial Committee could aud did 
call for income returns, and made them >ul>.ject to committee nisii. e- 
lion, there would be no further poiaibitlity ol an individual or cor- 
poration kci piiif; his business affairs secret, business competition is 
always keen. Itivals will fre(iueiitly resort to extreme measures to 
asoertain the financial status of their competitors. Informatio.i of 
this kind, if availalih; in a critical situation, would enable an unscrup- 
ulous concern to ruin its unfortunate rival, which, if left free to pur- 
sue its business in the usual way, would attain sneccss. Tli. n ai . a 
]ot of successful men in the United States who have seen the day w hen 
it would have been disastrous for them if there had be«i pnWieity of 
their tinancial dlfliculfies. liiven a fair opportunity, thr'v pulbnl 
through the emergency aud continued to be useful factors in tlir 
industrial life of their communities. 

•What American industry needs today is a little less iuterfer- 
tnce from the Ciovcrnmeiil— particularly from bureaueiats who may 
never have etmdneted any considerable business of their own but wle 
take ddight in trying to tell private citisena ho w to run their affairs "

.Mrs. Weldou In her letter points out 
that the purpose ot tthe two organiza- 
tions are so parallel that area the 
namea ahould be aynoDymons. 

The Kentuoky Childrsn'a Home 8o- 
( iety, at present. Is oaring for more 
than 160 ohildron in buildings on Bas- 
tcr avenue designed to shelter only 
lOu children, and yet throughout the 
■slate there are thousands of little one.; 
homeless, friendles sand knocking al 
the door of the intstitution for inliiiis- 
sion that crowded conditions forbid. 

The society was founded twontj- 
fivo years ago by Judge Reginald 
Thompson who died soon afterwari! 
Judge Robert W. Bingham, the first 
vice president and ona of Its oharter 
members, then wu elected president, 
which post he stIU holds. 

During Its eslstanoe the society has 
taken in nearly 4,000 children, and 
111 most all of them have been placed 
in good homes. In hardly a commun- 
ity in ihe state is there not some pros- 
perous liusinoss man or happy wife 
who wa.s a ward of the society, and in 
tho majority of cases these useful citi- 
zens of today were found In squaloi 
and amid surroundings that brceii 
crime and poverty. 

Only by order ot the various County 
Judges are children admitted, and 
now, that the doora ot tha Instittftion 
are temporarily cloaed, theao children 
must be placed In the squalid poor 
houses to await the construction of 
the cottBKi' vilkiKo. 

George I... Si hoii. Superintendent of 
the society, in askin.i; that tlie mother, 
and schoo Ichildren help raise thi; 
building fund, hopes by this means t ■ 
have the cottage village, erected as 
memorial fro mthe school children 
dedicated to the homeles swalfs i.' 
the state. 

Hrs. Weldon's letter follows: 

"My Dear President: — The Ken- 
tucky Children's Home Sooiety Is an 
organisation whose aole aim is the 
care ot the dependent and unfortunate 
children aal over the state— not only 
of your community but of mlno and of 
ever other where such care is needed. 
Tlie aim of the I'arenl-Teacher -V- 
sociations of Kentucky is so similar 
that tho names should be synonymoiu 

The Kentucky Children's Home Si 
ciety is moving its children to a beau- 
tiful estate in the country where tin 
will all be given an opportunity U<r 
health — In other words, where Ood s 
sunshine may ba theirs and where 
they will ba honied and oared tbr as 
all little ones have a right to be. 

There will be a chtldren'a village 
when completed— but the work is now 
halted, when really only well begun, 
because of lack of funds. It will take 
$300,000 lo complete the work, so that 
Ihe children may he given the care 
they deserve and ahonld and will have 

there. 

The children are kept there until 
a good Christian home is found for 
them where thay will be oared tor. 
lover and In most eases finally adopt- 
ed. Whila bi thasa new homes, they 
will bo watAad over by tha hooe so- 
ciety that none may be left to unfit 
surroundings. 

An appeal goes to every president 
of a local Parent-Teacher Association 
in Kentucky to do its share in this 
wonderful movement for the children. 
It is primarily our work— the wel-
